Alonzo “Lon” Nichelson, grandfather of my husband, James W. Johnson, homesteaded the land 
where we now live. Alonzo was a son of one of the seven Nichelson brothers who were pioneer 
settlers of land around Callaway and Cozad, Nebraska. He was born July 30, 1863 to John 
Nichelson and Carthenia Albin Nichelson and died February 9, 1927 for “leakage” of the heart. 

Alonzo and his bride, Ida Belle Reed, who he married November 26, 1893 moved on to their 
homestead located nine miles southwest of Callaway about 1901. Their “Homestead Certificate No. 
6519" was issued February 16, 1906. 

Three children were born to this union, namely: Roy Ezra, who died in infancy, John Elmer, who 
died at the age of 34 years from tuberculosis and Addie Luella born August 13, 1897. 

Alonzo and Ida bore the hardships of pioneering a short while together when Ida died of 
tuberculosis at a young age of 23 years, leaving Alonzo to care for their two children, John Elmer, 
age seven years and Addie, age four years. 

On February 23, 1917 Alongzo Nichelson bought the Oscar Gilbert homestead for one thousand 
dollars, plus assuming a seven hundred dollar mortgage on this 160 acres. Oscar Gilbert received 
his “Homestead Certificate 6951" on October 1, 1908. The Gilbert homestead bordered the 
Nichelson land on the east. 

October 10. 1910 under the Kinkaid Act, Alonzo Nichelson pre-empted an “eighty” for eighty 
dollars on the west side of his homestead. This “eighty” had been abandoned by his uncle, James 
Henry Nichelson. Alonzo traveled to North Platte by horse and buggy to make this purchase. After 
acquiring the eighty acres on the west side, Alonzo with his two children moved the homesite to a 
point near the road on this west “eighty”, which is the present homesite of his grandson, James W. 
Johnson. 

There have been three homesites on this total homesteading land of 400 acres. The third 

homesite is presently occupied by the James Johnsons,. 

Alonzo's son, Elmer, served his country in World War I. After returning from his military duty, 
he attended York College for awhile. Elmer followed the wheat harvest and did other various jobs. 
Knowing he had tuberculosis, Elmer went to Arizona for treatment where he died. 

Alonzo's daughter, Addie Luella Nichelson, married William Murray Johnson on May 1, 1914. He 

| was born January 4 1892 in the “Lodi” community to Peter Johnson and Dena Kolbo Johnson. 

William died May 4, 1960 of a hart attack. When William and Addie married, they moved on to the 
farm Addie’'s father homesteaded. At this time Alonzo moved into Callaway and worked in the 
George Howell Livery Barn. William and Addie's three oldest children were born in the sod house on 
this homestead, namely, James William born May 1915; Carl Floyd born July 17, 1916, and Mae Belle 
born April 28, 1918. 

Alonzo Nichelson returned to his homestead when William and Addie moved to Cozad, Nebraska in 
1919. Three more children were born to this family in Cozad: Tony Devere born February 16, 1920 
and died September 23, 1920, Doris June born June 2, 1921, and Goldie Marie born March 17, 1923. 

After the death of Addie's father in 1927, the family returned to the farm nine miles southwest 
of Callaway where Addie's father homesteaded. Here they raised their family, their children having 
received their education in the West Cottonwood School District No. 254, where Addie also 
received her education. 

The family lived in the sod house on this homestead until about 1929, when William and Addie 
Johnson bought the Redfern Table school house and moved it tot heir farm to make a comfortable 
+hree bedroom home. This same school building is presently the home of James and Agnes Johnson. 
Having bought the farm from his parents in 1948, the James Johnsons remodeled the house in 
1952. This house is about 88 years old. They are the third generation to own and live on this farm. 
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WILLIAM NICHELSON 
By Pear! Nichelson 


Two brothers, William Nichelson, born in Cincinnati, Ohio March 14, 1836, with his wife, Martha 
Chaney (Osborne) born April 2, 1840, with his brother, Ebenezer Nichelson, born October 6, 1854 
and his wife, Anna Belle (Hayes) born in Champaign County, Illinois on August 30, 1863, left their 
native state, Illinois, and headed for Custer County, Nebraska, to file two homesteads in 1883. 
They homesteaded joining lands. So they built their first home on the line dividing their 
homesteads, with a bedroom on each end and a common kitchen, thus met the requirements of living 
on their own land, but had the cost of labor of constructing one prairie sod house in place of two. 

Will and Even were both interested in horticulture and therefore each planted an orchard. 

On November 4, 1885, a son was born to William and Martha, his name was John William 
Nichelson. Soon William Nichelson sold the east half of his homestead to Julia A. Wright in 1889. 
Later he got 160 wcres, one-half mile east of his homestead, where he moved into a sod house. 
John A. Cochrun anc his wife, Emma, owned this land. They later got another 160 acres south of 
this land, which is the 320 acres, where John and George Nichelson lived in James Valley. John 
grew to manhood in his parental home and on November 6, 1904, John Nichelson married Phebe 
Elmire Whitehead, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Oliver Whitehead. She was born September 18, 1881. 
They lived their first year on the place now know as the Hollis King farm, while a sod house was 
erected a quarter mile from William's (John's father’s) home. When this sod house was finished, 
William and Martha moved into it. John and Phebe moved into his parents’ sod house, which became 
their home and John assumed the responsibility of farming the parents’ place. 

John's father, Uncle Billy as he was know by his neighbors, planted another orchard by his new 
sod house, then gave his full attention to the orchard, hunting and trapping. Three children were 
| born to John and Phebe Nichelson, a daughter and two sons. 

; The daughter, Olive Marie, born July 15, 1906, attended grade school in the country, graduated 
| from Callaway High School in 1924 and became an elementary school teacher. She received her 

| Junior College Diploma from Kearney State College and her degree from Nebraska University and 
©) taught in two rural schools before joining the Callaway Elementary faculty. In 1942, she went to 
| Red Cloud, NE as the sixth grade teacher and elementary Principal. In 1944 she joined the Sidney 
Elementary faculty and retired there in 1971 at the close of teaching for 47 years and still lives in 
Sidney, being active in many church and community activities and enjoys her garden, flowers and 
fishing. 

George Lee Nichelson, the first son, was born February 13, 1913, married Pear! Louisa Boyer on 
May 23, 1934. Pearl was born August 13, 1913 and Lodi to Herman and Josephine (Johnson) Boyer. 
Howard Wayne Nichelson, the second son, was born January 26, 1919 and became ill before he 

completed his eighth year of schooling and passed away September 16, 1936 of a brain tumor. 

In 1913, Martha Nichelson (William's wife) had the misfortune of falling and breaking her hip. 
Due to complications, she passed away on April 26, 1913. Following her death, William Nichelson 
made his home with his son, John and wife, Phebe, and family. On October 27, 1916, William 
Nichelson Warranty Deed of 400 acres (this included the 320 acres, where the home was and the 
west half of original homestead) to his son, John, and wife, Phebe Nichelson for $500 and love and 
affection. In 1919 John and Phebe had built the 24' x 24' frame house and moved the 13’ x 15' 
frame room that had been built onto the sod house over and attached it to the new house. This _ 
ruuse still stands and now is being remodeled by the new owners, Mr. and Mrs. Allen Meredith. ee 


Marie Nichelson recalls two interesting stories being 
talked about as she was growing up. First one was one 
day when William Nichelson was hunting in his pasture, 
he spied a deer lying down on the hillside, quite a distance 
away. He fired his rifle and then made his way across 

the draw to the spot where he had spotted the deer. 

When he reached there, he was surprised to find that 

he had two deer, one had been lying beside the one he saw 
and the bullet had penetrated the heart of both deer. 

He was remembered by his fellowmen as the man who shot 
two deer with one shot. His oldest grandson, Robert 
Nichelson, had a similar experience, only his was two coyotes 
in place of two. deer. 

The second story was when Marie's father, John Nichelson, 

recalled one of his childhood experiences was one Sunday 
afternoon his father, William, Uncle Eben Nichelson and 


John Hanes were going to go to what was termed, Rattlesnake 


Table to kill snakes. John, a lad of a few years, begged to go 
along. They consented, but John said after walking about for 


a short while, around and among the snakes, he couldn't take it 


any longer. His father picked him up and let him ride on his 
shoulders. As the years passed the snake population was 


lowered although a season never passed without some rattlers 
being seen, heard, and killed. What was known as Rattlesnake 
Table was a small flat topped mesa, a few miles south and east 


of William's home. 


In 1938 John and Phebe Nichelson moved to an acreage at the west edge of Callaway and George 
and Pear! Nichelson moved to the John Nichelson farm. John continued to do some farming on the 
acreage, but later became the caretaker of Rose Hill Cemetery. They moved from the acreage to a 
home in Callaway and lived across from the Evangelical Church to which they belonged. Phebe 
passed away April 28, 1964, just a few months prior to their 60" Anniversary. John continued to 
live in Callaway and with George and Pearl for a year. He passed away January 2, 1968 and both are 


buried in Sand Valley Cemetery.

While Eben was still a small lad the family moved to Champaign County, Illinois, and here he grew 
to manhood. 
At Fisher, Ill, on March 4, 1883, he was united in marriage to Anna Belle Hayes. The following 

| September the young couple emigrated to Nebraska in true pioneer fashion, as most of the journey 
was made ina covered wagon. After several weeks of rather difficult traveling they reached their 
homestead five miles southwest of Callaway, at which place they established their fist and only 
home.

| to enjoy good health until four weeks ago when he was suddenly taken ill and it was deemed best to 
j take him to the hospital at Omaha.

| patient through it all. 
| ~© He leaves to mourn his departure his beloved companion, one brother, Harry, of Callaway, several 
| nieces and nephews, many other relatives, and a host of friends. 
| The funeral service was held from the Evangelical church Monday afternoon with a church full of
